Fort Wayne Radio Club Auction 


wg = The annual Fort Wayne Radio Club auction 
will be held again this year on Friday Janu- 
ary 18, 2008. You may bring your items 
to the auction as early as 6:00 PM, and the 
auction will start at 6:30 PM sharp. The 
auction will conclude before 9:00 PM. 


If you are planning to auction a high dol- 
lar value item, you may wish to place 
a message on the FWRC Yahoo group 
<http://groups.yahoo.com/group/FWRC>. 
Messages will be visible to group members 


only. 


In order to improve the auction experience for attendees and 
club officers, we suggest the following rules and procedures: 


1 - Anyone selling or potentially buying equipment will be 
required to sign in and obtain an auction participant number. 


2 - In order to encourage items of significant value at the auc- 
tion, the club will limit its 10% fee (paid by the seller) to the 
first $200 of value on each item. Thus, any item auctioned for 
over $200 will have a club fee of only $20. 


3 - For auction participants who make large purchases and 
need to pay by personal check, the club will accept checks 
from year 2008 members or year 2007 members for amounts 
under $500. Any checks from non-members or for values of 
$500 or over will REQUIRE a government-issued photo ID

Ft Wayne DX Association 
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Sunrise on 160 m 
- Carl Luetzelschwab 


DX *& KOLA 
At the end of November, Ron 
KK9K and George K5KG 
visited the South Cook Is- 
lands out in the Pacific. Ron operated as ESINNN and 
George used E51MMM (ES is the new prefix for the old 
ZK1 prefix). 


I needed ES on 160 m, so a quick session with W6ELProp 
showed the times when the path would be in darkness - from 
ES sunset at about 0457 UTC (11:57 PM Ft Wayne time) to 
Ft. Wayne sunrise at about 1247 UTC (7:47 AM). See the 
accompanying figure for the short path from K9AL to ES 
(the red line) at our sunrise. 


One interesting propagation phenomenon on 160 m is the 
possibility of a signal strength enhancement at sunrise and 
sunset. So my first thought was to listen at E5 sunset and 
Ft. Wayne sunrise. But I get up at 5:30 AM during the week 
for work, so staying up until ES sunset at midnight was a 
problem for me. And since I leave for work around 6:15 AM 
each morning, hanging around until Ft. Wayne sunrise just 
before 8:00 AM was also a problem. 


Regardless, I listened for a few minutes each morning before 
heading off to work at 6:15. They were spotted on 160 m, 
but I never heard a thing. And judging from the lack of a big 
pile-up, it was obvious that not many others were hearing 
them well, either.

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My best shot would be the weekend or on a day off - when 
I could stay up late and also be there for Ft. Wayne sunrise. 
It so happened that I needed to use up some vacation time, 
so I took Friday November 30 off. Although I planned on 
staying up until midnight Thursday night, I never made it 
- the tug to a nice warm bed was just too strong. 


But I was up at 5:00 AM Friday morning and checked 160 
m. Again they were spotted but I heard nothing. Every once 
in a while I’d hear someone call them, so again they were 
not being heard too well in North America. I went back 
to bed and came back down around 6:00 AM. Same story 
- nothing heard. 


After getting up again around 6:45 AM to take care of the 
dog, I checked 40 m CW around 7:30 AM and found George 
E51MMM running stations at a pretty good clip. He had a 
very strong signal, even on my 40 m inverted-vee at only 
32 feet. I worked him, and went back to 160 m to look for 
Ron ES1NNN as sunrise approached. 


Sure enough, around 7:43 AM ESINNN came out of the 
noise enough to copy. A couple calls and he was in the log 
on 160 m. Thankfully sunrise enhancement is selective as it 
moves across North America, so there wasn’t a big pile-up 
for me to contend with. 


The moral here is if you’re doing DXing on 160 m, know 
when the path is in darkness. And especially pay attention 
to sunrise and sunset times.

In acommunications emergency, monitor W1AW for special 
bulletins as follows: Voice on the hour, Teleprinter at 15 min- 
utes past the hour, and CW on the half hour. 


All licensed amateurs may operate the station from 1500 
UTC to 1700 UTC (10 AM to 12 PM EST), and then from 
1800 UTC to 2045 UTC (1 PM to 3:45 PM EST) Monday 
through Friday. Be sure to bring your current FCC amateur 
radio license or a photocopy.

Peter W. Dahl Company Going Out of 
Business 


from The ARRL Letter — The Peter W. Dahl Com- 
pany in El Paso, Texas, will be closing its doors as 
of December 31, 2007, according to Peter Dahl, 
KOBIT, owner and founder of the company that 
has made custom transformers for more than 40 
years. Dahl, 67, has Parkinson’s Disease. The company 
manufactured a wide variety of transformers and reactors 
for Amateur Radio and commercial radio and television 
applications. According to Dahl, many are direct replace- 
ments for original equipment components that are no 
longer available from the manufacturer, while others have 
general-purpose applications in any number of different 
transmitters. He said that they had more than 4000 indi- 
vidual transformer designs on file. QST columnist John 
Dilks, K2TQN (“Old Radio”), said the closing of the Dahl 
Company was “sad news for those of us who restore the 
big iron.” Dahl told the ARRL, “I want to thank everyone 
for their business throughout the years. I have enjoyed 
making each Amateur Radio transformer.”

(such as a driver-s license) issued to the person signing 
the check. 


4 - We are suggesting that the seller be prepared to of- 
fer a brief description of their items as the auctioneer 
presents them for auction. 


5 - This year the club will keep track of only the items 
that are successfully auctioned. No advance prepara- 
tion other than identifying the auction items you own is 
needed. The club tracks the seller ID number, the item 
final auction value, and the buyer ID number. The club 
will use Post-it® notes to mark and record sold items for 
the 2008 auction. This should help control the record 
keeping. Only sold items will be tagged identifying the 
seller and buyer. 


6 - Please be patient with the treasurer when the auction 
is over. We hope this change in record-keeping will 
decrease the check-out time when the auction is over. 
We always suggest you keep track of your purchases 
and sales (rather than depending on the club records) 
to eliminate any “What-- Oh My Gosh” factor at the 
end of the auction. We prefer that sellers allow buyers 
to pay up and make sure all records are straight before 
checking out and leaving the auction. Each participant 
will pay for all items they have purchased and will be 
paid for all items they have sold less the club 10% fee 
(up to $20 maximum fee per item). 


7 - Absolutely no equipment is to be left behind as 
trash. 


9 - The auction will be over and the room emptied by 
9:00 PM. 


10 - Any help offered by auction attendees to keep the 
auction running smoothly will be appreciated by the 
club officers. 


11 - Late arrivals will be accommodated as much as 
possible without disrupting the auction. The plan is to 
have some tables closer to the door 
available for late arrivals.

DXCC Desk Announces New Entity 


from The ARRL Letter 
— The ARRL DXCC 
Desk is pleased to an- 
nounce the addition 
of St Barthelemy (FJ) 
to the DXCC List, 
making the island 
entity number 338 
with an effective date of December 14, 2007. Cards 
with contacts dated December 14, 2007 or after will 
be accepted for DXCC credit. New card submissions 
for St Barthelemy will not be accepted until Janu- 
ary 1, 2008 in order to allow time for administrative 
adjustments.

On February 21, 2007 the French Ministry issued a 
decree making St Barthelemy an Overseas Collective, 
where its status is now equal to that of Guadeloupe, 
Martinique and other French territories currently on 
the DXCC List. On November 8, 2007 the President 
of Association Des Radio Amateurs De St Barthele- 
my, Philippe Delcroix, FJSDX, contacted the DXCC 
Desk, requesting that St Barthelemy be considered a 
new DXCC entity. 


The “event date” that caused St Barthelemy to be 
added to the DXCC list was December 14, 2007, the 
date the US State Department added St Barthelemy 
to the “List of Dependencies and Areas of Special 
Sovereignty” with its Administrative Center in 
Gustavia, qualifying it under DXCC rules in Sec- 
tion II - | Political Entities (c): “The Entity contains 
a permanent population, is administered by a local 
government, and is located at least 800 km from its 
parent. To satisfy the ‘permanent population’ and 
‘administered by a local government’ criteria of this 
sub-section, an Entity must be listed on either (a) 
the U.S. Department of State’s list of ‘Dependencies 
and Areas of Special Sovereignty’ as having a local 
“Administrative Center,’ or (b) the United Nations 
list of ‘Non-Self-Governing Territories.’” 


French St Martin (FS), while also added to the List of 
Dependencies and Areas of Special Sovereignty, will 
remain on the DXCC List, but it is now considered a 
Point 1 Political Entity under the same classification 
as that of St Barthelemy.
